' Deformity being the Reverſe of Beauty, the Repreſentation of the Ori-

To this I anſwer, I would by no Means condemn an 
Author for endea vouring to divert his Readers, but - 8 much doubt 
whether it be poſſibſe to offer any Compoſition to the Publick that is ab- 
ſolutely of an indifferent Kind, I think I may venture to aſſert that it is 
not practicable to write in ſuch a Manner as to ſtrike the Imagination and 
move the Paſſions, without inciting the Mind either to Good or Evil, 
there muſt neceſſarily be ſome Principle or other, either more explicitly 
advanc'd, or tacitly implied which will tend to recommend or diſcounte- 
nance ſome Virtue or Vice: But not to inſiſt upon the abſtracted Idea, 
and allowing in general of every Poem, that as far as it is innocent it is 
defenſible, * are but too great a Number that are manifeſtly injurious 
to Truth, Modeſty, and every other Virtue; even in god rv our The- 
atrical Compoſitions, the moſt vicious Characters, and ſuch as are moſt 
remarkably deſtructive of ſocial Happineſs, inſtead of being painted out 
in the moſt dete ſtable Colours, are . only as the Airs of a po- 
lite Gentleman, or fine Lag whilſt Chaſtity, Induſtry,” and Juſtice,” are 
ridiculed as dull, mechanick, and ungentleman-like ities. - And ſo 
far have theſe wretched Cauſes been productive of their natural Effects, 
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that the beſt of our Tragedies, tho' many of them are equal to the moſt 
celebrated Productions of the Ancients, will not go down with the fine 
People of the preſent Age, nor will the Actors venture to exhibit them, 
without the Addition of ſome Scaramouch, Harlequin, vulgar Piece of lou 
Mimickry, eall'd, according to the preſent delicious Taſte, An ENTER- 
TAINMEN'T.. Thus no longer fince than January 29. the Siege of Damaſcus 
could not be ventur'd upon the Strength of its own Merit, but was coupled 
up with the Rape of Preſerpine, and the Birth and Adventures of Harlequin, 
and February 4. Gate was for his Security attended by the Dragono/ li unt 
4 Antick Dances, Leaping, a Stroke of Har lequin's Wooden Sword, and 
all Manner of ſtupid Buffoonry ſupply the Place of true Wit and ſolid 


Reaſon : So that as far as this mean and vitiated Taſte prevails, which,

of my Countrymen as are ſunk into it to that Cenſure of Mr. Yo/tair, which 
appeared ** Preface to the firſt Edition. of his Letters concerning the 
lin Nation, that the Eyliſb of the preſent Age ate no more like 
their Anceſtors an hundred Vears ago than the modern Faliuns are like 
the antient Romans.
